To the end of November building 
permits taken out in Edmonton called 
for the expenditure of $3,355,255, a 
gain of $738,065 over the last year 
total of $2,617,190. 

A breakdown shows that the big- 
gest block of this investment went into 
new houses. During the eleven months 
508 permits were taken out for the 
erection of houses, to cost $1,113,200. 
This compared with 408 houses built 
last year at a cost of $794,625; a gain 
of 100 houses and $318,505 in cost. 

Public buildings came next on the 
list, costing $944,795, against $935 751 
last year. | 

The third item relates to the repair 
and alteration of existing buildings, 
for which 992 permits were taken out, 
compared with 692 last year. The cost 
of these improvements totals $849,290, 
against last year’s figure of $596,221. 

Fifty-three commercial buildings | 
have been put up or are in course of 
construction, costing $336,610. Last 
year the buildings erected numbered 33 
and cost $202,500. 

This year four apartment buildings 
have been built, at a cost of $62,100; 
last year two buildings costing $15,800. 

The bulk of the investment this 
year has gone to provide more living 
accommodation; new houses, altera- 
tions and apartment blocks accounting 
for about two-thirds of the total out- 
lay. This of course is proof of the 
continuing scarcity of living quarters, 
due to the steady and fairly rapid 
growth of population. It shows also 
that rent control, imminent from the 
first of the year and now in force, has 
not checked home-building in Edmon- 
ton.

Timoshenko In Action 


The Nazis were not merely foiled in 
their attempt to hold Rostov asa 
jumping-off place for a drive to cap- 
ture Russia’s oil lines or to invade the 
Caucasus fields. They have been de- 
c'sively beaten in that area, driven out 
of the town and hurled back a hundred 
miles in something much resembling 
headlong flight. | 

They left the city a “junkyard” of | 
wrecked tanks, trucks, mobile guns, | 
and planes, the ground they have twice | 
covered strewn with German dead. | 
This is a war of destruction, not a war 

eof position. The rout does more than | 
free the Rostov area of the enemy; it | 
leaves the Nazis weaker by thousands 
of picked men and vast numbers of 
mechanical units. The pipelines were 
the bait which tempted the Nazi high 
command to throw a blitzkrieg column 
clear along the north shore of the Black 
Sea. It panzer troops have paid for 
their daring. 

They may pay still more heavily if 
the Russians can maintain the momen- 
tum of their counter-attack. At Mariu- 
pol, where General Kleist may attempt 
to rally his retreating forces, these 
are half way back to the isthmus which 
connects the Crimean peninsula with 
the mainland. Should he fail to stop 
the Russian advance before the isth- 
mus is reached, the Nazi troops in the 
peninsula will be locked there until ice 
bridges the sea. 

At Rostov the invaders have met 
their most definite reverse on the 
eastern front. If the Russians are able 
to follow-up their victory the set-back 
may be the beginning of a still larger 
disaster. 


Good Team-Play 


The rout of Von Kleist’s army at 
Rostov may have been a surprise to 
Berlin, as it was to newspaper readers 
everywhere, but there is reason to sup- 
pose it did not come as a surprise to Sir 
Alan Cunningham. Looking back- 
ward, the plain inference is that the 
attack upon the Axis forces in Libya 
was based on confidence that the Rus- 
sians could take care of the threat to 
the Caucasus, and was made in accord- 
ance with a pre-arranged plan. 

On any other assumption the Lib- 
yan attack was a risky venture, for if 
it failed the army of the Nile would be 
in no position to help the Russians de- 
fend the oil fields to the north. Appar- 
ently there was confidence at Cairo, at 
London and at Moscow, that the Rus- 
sians wouldn't need any help there; and | 
the Libyan campaign was meant to 
deal the enemy a second blow at the 
same time Timochenko launched his of- 
fensive in the Rostov area. 

A spokesman at Berlin has come as 
near as could be expected to admitting 
that the Nazis must abandon hope of 
making a drive into the Caucasus in the 
early future. Their eastern forces 
have been so badly shattered that 
complete reorganization, reinforcement 
and rearming will be necessary before 
another try for the oil supplies can be 
undertaken, This will be a matter of 
weeks at best, and may be a matter of | 
months because of the heavy demand 
for men and munitions to push the | 
fighting on the Moscow sector. It is 


rather doubiful if another attempt can | 
be made until late winter or spring. 


The second front opened up in 
Libya is known to have drawn consid- 
erable Nazi air forces which could 
otherwise have been used to halt the 
Russian counter-offensive at Rostov. 
The almost simultaneous destruction of 
Rommel’s army and that of Von Kleist 
has all the appearance of carefully 
planned and -well executed team-play 
between the Russian and British com- 
manders.

The Dilemma of Japan 


In all this, Japan's position is the least 
enviable. For Japan, having started on a 
campaign of conquest for which she was 
neither politically nor economically strong 
enough, either must enter the world war, 
or get out of it altogether, and in either 
case she stands to lose the worst of any- 
one. For if she refuses the American offer 
she wil] be the first to receive the impact 
of American intervention. She will, 
thereby, perform an immense service to 
Hitler at immense cost to herself. 

The gains for the Axis from such in- 
tervention will be made in Africa, not in 
the Pacific. Hitler knows that if Japan 
enters the war, Japan is lost. But by 
Japan's altruistic hari-kiri, American 
material will be deflected to the Far East, 
rather than to Russia and Britain, and 
that is all Hitler wants. 


Four Queens 


PRITISH INDUSTRIES BULLETIN 


Beautiful old lace which once belong- 
ed to four Queens of Engiand is part of 
the collection flown by bomber to the 
United States for the benefit of a British 
war charity:

Japan 
would like to wait, choosing exactly the 
most favorable moment to come in, Hitler, 
on the other hand,’ wants Japan to win 
the war for him—at the cost of her own 
defeat. That is what Germany means by 
«nm alliance, The United States wants 
peace with Japan, and the concentration 
of all energies against Hitler. 

This would be on all counts the best 


course for Japan to follow. Through it 
she could win peace in the Pacific, the 
economic collaboration of the United 


States now and after the war, and neu- 
trality in the gigantic struggle in which, 
if she enters it, she will be the weakest 
Axis participant ranged against the 
strongest anti-Axis power. 
The Sure Loser 

But Japan has gotten herself into a 
position in which she simply cannot win. 
She will lose on any count. She will lose 
infinitely more by war than by peace. 
She will lose no matter what the eventual 
outcome of the European struggle. She 
will lose if Hitler should win—a terrible 
situation for Japan to contemplate; the 
position of being a small and economically 
weak power, terribly exhausted by war, 
between the colossus of Germany domin- 
ating Europe and western Russia, and the 
Americas. 

Furthermore, no one who knows Ger- 
many will believe for an instant that, in 
case the Nazis should be victorious, Ger- 
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Hitler Wants Japan To Win For Him 


many would abandon China or the Pacific 
to Japan—at the risk of prolonged hos- 
tilities with the United States. As an 
Austrian Nazi cynically remarked to me 
in 1986 in Vienna, “We have a foolproof 
ideology, under which we can fight any- 
body—Russia, as a crusade against Bol- 
shevism and Japan as the Yellow Peril.” 

The worst thing that could possibly 
happen—in the long run—to Japan would 
be a Nazified Russia invited by Hitler to 
direct its attention eastward, to Asia, for 
the purpose of establishing the white 
Aryan's sovereignty over the whole globe, 
together with a collaborationist United 
States!

Since the turn of the century the world 
has advanced enormously from a scientific 
standpoint. We have passed from the 
days of scarcity into the realm of plenty, 
for we now have the power and machinery 
to give us a production not thought at all 


possible back jn the ’90's. 

It is rather sad to relate that wars have 
advanced inventions even more ‘than 
peace. because in war time there is always 
money for intensive research, and those 
who give their brains to investigation and 
research get far more encouragement in 
war time. The development of the aero- 
plane is a concrete example. 

We speak of projects being financed. 
What we really mean is that these projects 
are given a portion of our production, or 
productive powers. Everything we see 
around us has been done out of the pro- 
ductivity of the earth or, in other words, 
production has supplied the wherewithal, 
and physically we can have just as much 
production to do great things in peace time 
as war time.

A Slav State Under Nazi Rule

Like other of the European states, Bul- 
garia has been handed over to the Nazis 
by a small group of politicians made pow- 
erful by Nazi support. According to Mau- 
rice Feldman, in the Christian Science 
Monitor, Bulgaria's traducer is Dr. Peter 
Gabrovsky, minister of the interior and 
leader of “Imro,” the Bulgarian terrorist 
organization. He represents the sentiments 
of the Bulgarian people as little as does 
Majer Quisling those of Norway. 

The fact is, according to available re- 
ports, the Bulgarian populace have all 
along been and are also now strongly pro- 
Russian, pro-British and anti-German. 
Despite the terroristic suppression, anti- 
Nazi sentiments in Bulgaria are being ex- 
pressed, the letter “V” is being worn and 
the underground movement is apparently 
growing 

The Nazis have been courting the Bul- 
garian opportunists. Bulgaria has been 
permitted to gain the Macedonian parts of 
Yugoslavia and Greece, some territory in 
southern Rumania and a part of Greek 
Thrace. But Bulgaria is paying for this 
and will continue to pay tribute to Ger- 
many for some time. Bulgaria has already 
become partially occupied territory and

evident, It is reported that three divisions 
of German troops are stationed in Bul- 
garia, that a large number of German en- 
gineers and technicians are working there, 
and that the Bulgarian government was

tion, the leaders of the Social-democratic 
or peasant party have been arrested. Some 
of them have been executed and others 
sent to concentration camps. Dr. Gabrov- 
sky is a follower of Streicher, the most 
bitter of the Nazi anti-semites, and when 
Gabrovsky took office he conducted a 
fierce drive against the 45,000 Jews in 
Bulgaria. 

Like other Nazi-controlled countries, 
Bulgaria is being looted. Upon demand 
from the German general staff, Bulgaria 
is providing a considerable amount of food 
for the German army in Russia. Clothing 
stocks have been cleared out so that the 
Bulgarian population has had to be strictly 
rationed. Through their contro] of the 
exchange rate, the Nazis in fact holda 
monopoly over Bulgarian import and ex- 
port trade. On top of it all, because they 
are Slavs, the Bulgarians are treated by 
the Nazis as an inferior race.

It seems strange indeed that whereas 
all processes of production and industry 
have advanced and been modernized en- 
ormously during the last half century or 
thereabouts, our financial methods have 
gone along in about the same old, anti- 
quated way. A half century has seen little 
change except occasionally where these 
changes were forced by a suffering public. 
Had finance modernized along scientific 
lines, as all other branches of industry 
have, there would have been no need, for 
instance, of the Security Exchange Com- 
mission in the United States. However, 
the New Deal brought the S.E.C. into 
being to ccrrect vicious and _ pernicious 
forms of financing which had taken root 
in the United States. The S.E.C. has far 
more than justified its existence, It has 
saved investors untold millions and no 
matter what government comes into pow- 
er across the border, the S.E.C. or a sim- 
ilar organization will be continued as a 
part of government control over finance. 

Here in Canada we may not need an 
S.E.C., but when we look back we are 
made to realize that manipulation in fi- 
nance has cost this country many millions, 
and if our Canadian financial system does 
not modernize from within, then we are 
bound to have laws here similar to the 
S.E.C. 

Interlocking directorates often are not 
in the interests of the general public. Re- 
organizing companies in boom times and 
loading them down with interest-bearing 
debt has often proved detrimental to inno- 
cent investors, although promoters may 
have got off with their pockets filled. The 
inside few instead of the many were 
served, and an old-time industry often 
was ruined by such methods. 

One greatest weakness of our financial 
system, or at least a part of it, is that 
when anyone from the outside tries to 
give constructive suggestions, there is an 
endeavor by so-called financial minds to 
hold up these suggestions to ridicule, stat- 
ing that money and finance must not be 
interfered with in any way. Some of our 
financial papers seem to be quite satisfied 
with the status quo, but the general public

Letter of Protest 


Editor, Bulletin: The following letter 
has been forwarded to the Hon. Minister 
of Justice: 

“The members of the Women's Aux- 
iliary of the Progress Social Credit Group 
of Edmonton, Alberta, have instructed me 
to write you expressing their protest 
against the resolution recently reported as 
forwarded to your department, also to the 
Prime Minister; in which certain state- 
ments by the newly-formed Independent 
Citizens’ Association of Alberta are made, 
that are absolutely untrue, and are cer- 
tainly bordering on defamatory libel] as 
regards Premier Aberhart and some mem- 
bers of his government. 

“Our members object and protest the 
statement that ‘it is the conviction of a 
majority of the citizens of Alberta, that 
the policies, propaganda, and public state- 
ments of Premier Aberhart and his asso- 
ciates are disastrous to the social and 
economic life of the province and prejudi- 
cial to Canada’s war effort, and are seri- 
ously impairing the unity of Confedera- 
tion.’ 

“In connection with the above men- 
tioned clause the members of our group 
brand the statements as absolutely untrue, 
and misleading, and more liable to impair 
the unity of Confederation than any state- 
ments made by Premier Aberhart and any 
of his associates. 

“The further statement that we have a 
Quisling in the province who would aid 
the Nazis if the occasion arose (referring to 
Premier Aberhart) is a direct falsehood, 
and they feel is the lowest form of despic- 
able attack possible, against any person 
who has done his utmost to further the 
interests of the citizens of Alberta, and 
since the commencement of the war has 
led the province in a war effort that com- 
pares very favorably with any other proy- 
ince in the Dominion of Canada. 

“You will note, sir, that although the 
convention sponsored personal attacks 
against Premier Aberhart that in no in- 
stance has this body offered any construc- 
tive criticism, or made any, suggestion that 
could be construed as helpful to our war 
effort; or for provincial Letterment,. 

“Our members therefore, urge you, sir, 
as the Hon, Minister of Justice of the 
Dominion government, to reply to the 
sponsors of the resolution in question ad- 
vising the Independent Citizens’ Associa- 
tion of Alberta, that their statements are 
not only misleading and untrue but are 
also of a nature unworthy and unexpect- 
ed of supposedly respectable citizens of 
our province.

Control Or Chaos 


By DONALD GORDON, 


Chairman of the Wartime Price and 
Trade Board 

There is no money magic which can be 
applied to the needs of wartime finance. 
There are but three choices—we must pay 
for our war effort directly by means of 
taxation, or by borrowing the real savings 
of the people, or by a process of inflation, 
The first two methods have been cour- 
ageously applied and courageously accept- 
ed by the Canadian people, but, despite 
every effort, the fact is that the tremen- 
dous speed at which we have built up a 
war machine and the enormous effort we 
put into doing so have made it impossible 
to adjust these policies sufficiently rapidly 
to recapture the excessy purchasing power 
which the government has released. 

When the war began we had large idle 
resources Of labor and materials. So long 
as these existed our problem was to put 
them to work and to that end a deliberate 
expansionist money policy was followed. 
The nation brought into being, by public 
expenditure, a large new purchasing pow- 
er and this in turn encouraged the rapid 
employment of all idle resources. So long 
as more and more goods were being pro- 
duced there ‘was no serious danger of 
inflation and rising prices, but we have 
passed this point. Now we are near the 
end of our labor power and we are nearing 
the full utilization of some of our mater- 
ials. We are producing more goods than 
ever but more of them are going into the 
war, where they cannot be used by the 
people. We are going to have, we already 
have far less goods than formerly that the 
people can use, If the people try to spend 
as much of their income as formerly, they 
will bid against one another and against 
the long purse of the government for the 
limited supply of goods, in a kind of na- 
tional auction and prices will go up. They 
will go up erratically and unevenly, 
creating grave social injustices and publie 
unrest, 


Thus the inflationary teenique, if you 
want to call it that—the deliberate crea- 
tion of more purchasing power—was a 
useful servant in promoting the produce 
tion of goods at the beginning of the war, 
but now, when practically all our produce 
tive resources are being used to the full, 
or will be used to the full shortly, the in- 
flationary technique can become a fearful 
master unless it is curbed. Our problem 
here is that the public sees a servant which 
has quickly produced the goods. It is dif- 
ficult for the public to realize that the 
Same servant and the same process can 
now produce ruin—hard for the publie to 
realize that the pleasant fellow is becom- 
ing dangerous and may run amok, 

The essence of the problem of contro! is 
properly to time our effort, to select the 
time when we must reverse the original 
process and Start reducing the demand for 
goods, now that they are becoming scarce. 
To clamp down too soon would discourage 
the utilizatin of idle resources. To clamp 
down too late, when these resources are 
fully utilized, would be to risk losing con- 
trol altogether. We believe the present 
policy has been well timed. We have 
reached the turning point. We now need 
the reverse process, We need control, We 
have to prevent the excessive demand on 
a limitd supply of goods creating havoe 
in the price structure,

Selection of men’ for the Can- 
adian Army depends on physical 
fitness, but blame if 
some recruits slip past the medical 
authorities only to be discharged 
soon afterwards for some unsus- 
pected ailment? The 
in most cases, the man himself 

The Directorate of Medical 
Services, commenting on the 
number of soldiers being de- 
mobilized from the service every 
month because of disabilities, 
replies to the question frequently 
asked these days: Why does the 
Army need more men when 
there has been no actual fighting 
involving Canadian soldiers? 

The main reason, aside from 
the need of amassing an army 
for future operations, is that the 
percentage of discharges for 
physical reasons, while not high 
in comparison with other coun- 
tries, is still serious enough to 
necessitate the continued enlist- 
ment of fit men to fill the gaps. 
Since mobilization of the Can- 
adian Army in 1939, some 25,000 
men have been returned to civ- 
ilian life or given non-combatant 
or less strenuous duties com- 
mensurate with their © physical 
capabilities. 

THEY STILL BLUFF 

The old game of bluffing, 
the Directorate, is as predomin- 
ant in this war as it was in the 
last, and while it is offset largely 
by the strict medical examina- 
tions and periodic boardings that 
are held prior to and following 
enlistment, a proportion succeed 
in slipping through with certain 
hidden ailments that later cause 
their discharge. 

Men eager to serve have been 
known to resort to ail manner of 
tricks to feol the authorities, a 
high-ranking officer of the Royal 
Canadian Army Medical Corps 
said. Memorizing the eye chart to 
cover up poor sight is an old gag 
but a popular one, and bland 
falsifying about the non-existence 
of previous stomach disorders has 
become routine. But, points out 
this officer, even the most ex- 
perienced of army dictors aré 
not always able to discover such 
ailments if the men themselves 
refuse to divulge the existence of 
the symptoms. 

“Our medical officers 
every means of modern medi- 
cal science to discover such 
conditions,” he added, “but un- 
less the men themselves are 
honest, and physique and ap- 
pearance are normal, there is 
nothing we can do but pass 
them.”
